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Nothing is more stupid than the rumour of my having been f 
an opponent to Germany in politics. One will be able to 
remember that the politics of the Axis began while I was 
Foreign Minister, before that time Italy had been pro- 
A.ustria and anti-Germany. The pro-Au^strian dire cation 
had been followed very violently. I remember very well 
some persons who were very afraid, the day of the An- 
schluB, that in the archives of the Austrian Foreign 
Office there waaidt might be found some telegrams and 
above all two letters which committed their authors very 
much. Perhaps the German Government disliked me later on 
but at least I never lied to them. I began to be devia- 
ting when others tried to make the German allied believe f 
Italy was materially and moraly prepared for the war, 
which was not true as facts later on proved. When the 
Fuhrer said in one of his last speeches that he never 
asked the Italians to feKgtnxwxr enter the war, he spoke 
the truth. We entered the war like hazardeurs, counting 
on a quick German victory. When, the real difficulties 
began the facade broke down and the real situation in 
Italy showed itself as I had descripted it in Salzburg i 
to the Fuhrer and' Ribbentrop. That was the reason why f 
I was convinced a benevolently neutral. Italy would be | 

much better for Germany than a fighting Italy which % 

only gathered disgraces for the Germans.

I gave up all hope. Time will teach many things and one
